note *as a retaiiung feo. A few days 
afterwards Holmes was arrested in Bos- 
ton, and the story of his manifold crimes 
came out. Now, it*is said that the lit- 
tle Indiana town in which Shoemaker 
lived was but a short distance from an- 
other town where Holmes had lived 
and fostered his multifarious schemes. 

It is even said that in Shoemaker's of- 
fice has been found a map of the county 
in which these two towns lie, and that 
a line is drawn in red ink between the 
places, but so drawn as to avoid rail- 
roads and settlements, cutting thiough 
the bare wintry. This curious story is 
not given out officially, but with those 
who know of it there is an unanimity 
as to its details. The Holmes case was 
the first Shoemaker tried in Philadbl- 
pliia. It is probably also the last. 

DOES PIETZEL LIVE? 



Hetnarkable Story, Well Authenticated, 
Coined From Chicago. 

Chicago, Nov. 19.— The Duily News 
last evening published the following 
story: 

James McNeary, conductor on cai 
776 of the Sixty-third street electric line, 
has sprung a new sensation in the 
Holmes case by stating that Benjamin 
F. Pietzel is alive, and that he recently 
talked with him on his car. 

Mr. McNeary claims there could be 
no mistake, as he worked nine months 
for Pietzel and knows the peculiarities 
of his voice. 

According to McNeary Pietzel boarded 
his car a few days previous to Holmes' 
trial. Pietzel's beard had grown around 
the grt ater part of his face, so that he 
was completely disguised. When ad- 
dressed, however, he admitted his iden- 
tity, and asked as a friend that McNeary 
keep silent, .as he was on his way to 
Philadelphia, but McNeary called in 
Motoiman L-tterinau and he, too, claims 
that he had a conversation with Piet/.el, 
who took a transfer to the Cottage Grove 
cable hue. 

Mr. Robert Corbet t, who has been 
following the case for months in behalf 
of the Farmers and Mechunics' National 
bank, Fort Worth, Tex., claims that he 
also has seen Pietzel. 

"I never believed that Pietzel was 
dead," he declared to a Daily News re- 
porter, "for the following resons: Fiist, 
when I was seurching the castle months 
ago. the man who resembles the man 
seen by the conductor ami motorman, 
and who I then thought was Pietzel. 
found me in the building looking over 
some papers. He asked me if I had 
seen a tool chest. I told him there was 
one in the front room. He said that 
one was not his; that he had left it in 
the room where I was engaged. I asked 
him who he was. He said M: s. Pietzel 
sent him there for the tool chest, and 
when I asked him his nam a lie said, 
after thinking a moment, 'Andrews,' 
and left. 

"Saturday I learned that Mm. Pietzel 
WM stopping at 6888 May street with 
Mr. Hayward, and sent over to ask her 
if she ever sent for the tool <'hest. Both 
she and her daughter Dessa declared 
they had not, and 1 also discovered that 
Mrs. Piet/.el is wavering in her belief 
in the identification of Pietzel, and be- 
gins to hojR' that Hum hildien aiv livniL.*.

Chicago, Nov. 19. — Chicago's delega- 
tion to the cotton states eqposition at 
Atlanta returned home yesterday full of 
praise for the southland and the south- 
ern people.

Berlin, Nov. 19.— Advices just re- 
ceived her.- from St. Poteraburg give de- 
tailed the severe storm whieh swept 
over that part of Russia on Wednesday 
last, Nov. 13. Owing to the violence of 
the gale the river Neva rose 8 1-2 inches 
and the islands in it were flooded. In 
addition, the wooden buildings along 
the banks of the Neva, piers, etc., wait 
washed away, and the low lying quar- 
ters of the city were inundated. 

So threatening did matters become 
that guns were fired from the fortress to 
alarm the inhabitants of the endangered 
parts of the town, and they were able to 
seek refuge in the Upper stories of their 
habitations. Boats wero used in some 
of the streets to carry people to places of 
safety and strong detachments of troops 
and police were sent to the assistance of 
those who were in danger. 

The peasants inhabiting many of the 
villages on the outskirts of St. Peters- 
burg lost everything through the floods, 
their homes, cattle and all belongings 
being swept away. The amount of dam- 
age done is said to be very great, in- 
deed, and many lives were lost. The 
exact extent of the disaster, however, 
was not ascertained when these advices 
left St. Peteraburg. although the bodies 
of several drowned people had been re- 
covered.

luunrUMlty of the Crime Shown In I 
■BamAi Annual Report. 

Washington, Nov. 19.— Chief Hazen, 
chief of the secret service, treasury de- 
partment, in his annual report shows 
that during the year 803 arrests were 
made, with few exceptions for viola- 
tions of the statutes against counterfeit- 
ing. One hundred and eighty-one per- 
sons were convicted, 119 others pleaded 
guilty, 74 were iadicted and are await 
iirg trials; 51 awaiting examination; 1(1 
were nolle prosequiod, 53 were dis- 
charged by United States commission- 
ers, and 84 were acquitted. Altered and 
counterfeit notes, counterfeit coins, &c. 
(representative value), were captured 
during the year of an aggregate face 
value of almost |5,000,000. 

There were also captured 935 copper, 
steel and glass plates for United States 
notes, state warrants, postage stamps, 
world's fair diplomas, etc. , also 47 dies 
for counterfeit coins and 217 molds for 
coins, besides a largo quantity of 
sruciblee, photographic outfits, machin- 
ery, etc. 

The number o. u rests made of per- 
sons engaged in manufacturing, and 
handling counterfeit coins shows a great 
increase in this branch of counterfeit- 
ing.

The Campbell- Arbuckle suit in which 
Miss Campbell w as plaintiff was one 
which created a national furor, and the 
appelatious of "Bunny" and "Baby 
Bunting," by which the principals were 
known, were for mouths household 
words throughout the central and east- 
ern states. Although extremely eccen- 
tric, Miss Campbell is of a philanthropic 
disposition, and many of Ironton's des- 
titute families will hold her memory in 
reverence.

Utah. 

[ Exchange] 
Of the character of this scandalous 
tr.msaction the main features are well 
known. Early last spring reports from 

Utah contained significant hints of a 
bargain between the Mormon Church 
and the Republicans covering com- 
pletely the political control of the new 
State. These intimations were fully 
confirmed when, early in October, the 
Synod of Mormon priests in Salt Lake 
City ordered two lay brethren who had | 
been nominated on the Democratic 
State ticket to withdraw and forbade al 
Mormons to accept political offices with 
out approval of the church. Thus was 
revealed the alliance between the Mor 
mon Church and the Republicans, who 
had refused to admit Utah into the union 
because they alleged that the new State 
would remain under ecclesiastical sway ; 
and the Mormon priests were iuduced to 
exert all their spiritual influence in be- 
half of the coalition to divide the first 
political spoils of the new member of the 
American union. 

So high handed and scandalous an 
ecclesiastical interference in political 
affairs has never before been witnessed 
in this country. Having once entered 
into this shameful coalition, the Mor 
mon priests not only prohibited the 
members of their sect from voting the 
Democratic ticket but ordered them to 
vote for the Republicans. As a result of 
this theological intervention an inde- 
pendent element has sprung up among 
the Mormons to vindicate the right of 
every citizen of Utah to exercise his own 
judgment in political affairs. But the 
Mormon Church supported by the Re 
publicans, will have little cause to fear 
an independent opposition to its contin- 
ued control of Utah in all things spirit- 
ual and temporal. The party of "great 
moral ideas," that once declared " slav 
ery and polygamy were twin relics of bar- 
barism," never gave a more characteris- 
tic proof of its inconsistency and willing- 
ness to make any deal for party success 
than in this alliance with the church of 
the Latter Day Saints in Utah. In Saint 
Cannon the Mormon church and the Re- 
publican party will have a shining light 
in the Senate of the United States.

Scene. 



A special from Vanceburg says: "At 
the big lumber mill of George W. Stam- 
per, located on the Graesy Fork of Lau- 
rel, occurred late Saturday afternoon a 
terrible boiler explosion, by which two 
men lost their lives instantly, while 
others may possibly die.

Believed Th t the Change in the Court 
of Appeals Will Change the 
Decision if the Case is 
Reopened. 

[Ux'ngton Transcript ] 
The city authoritee of Louisville do 
not appear to be satisfied with the judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeals declaring 
that the banks are not taxable for local 
purposes, their payment of 75 cents upon 
each share of stock being in lieu of all 
other taxes— State, county and munic- 
ipal. This decision held that the banks 
which had availed themselves of the 
terms of the Hewitt law, the operation of 
which ceased with the meeting of the 
Legislature in 1887-88, had entered into 
a contract with the State which could 
not be abrogated by any constitutional 
or statutory provision. 

The city of Frankfort has filed suit for 
the reopening of the question in the 
Franklin Circuit Court, and it is under- 
stood that the city of Louisville will join 
with Frankfort in the proceeding. The 
form of the suit in Franklin is to restrain 
the Auditor, Treasurer and Secretary of 
State from receiving the taxes payable by 
the banks to the State Treasurer under 
the provision of the Hewitt law. 

Mr. Lafe Joseph, Assistant City At- 
torney of Louisville, does not believe that 
the question of back taxes would be in- 
volved. That matter was Bettled by the 
last judgment of the court. 

It is hinted that Judge-elect George 
Du Relle has different views from Judge 
Eastin on the subject of taxing the banks 
for city purposes, and that when the 
case comes up before a full bench the 
former decision in this important matter 
will be set aside. When the court de- 
livered its former decision, Judges Guffy, 
Lewis and Paynter dissented, and now 
with Judge Du Relle in place of Judge 
Eastin would have a majority of the 
court in favor of local taxation of banks, 
provided, of course. Judge Du Relle takes 
different view from that of Judge 
Eastin.
